44°  21'  N., 
long.  110°  19'  W.  A  small  lake 
located  within  The  Promontory,  the 
peninsula  between  the  south  and 
Southeast  Arms  of  Yellowstone  Lake, 

Alluvium;  creek,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat. 
44°  21'  N.,  long.  110°  12'  W.,  flow- 
ing into  Yellowstone  Lake  (South- 
east Arm) . 

Alum;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  35' 
N.,  long.  110°  36'  W.,  flowing  north- 
east into  Yellowstone  River. 
Amethyst;  creek,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  rising  on  north 
slope  of  Amethyst  Mountain,  near 
summit,  near  lat.  44°  50'  N.,  long. 
110°  15'  W.,  flowing  northeast  into 
Lamar  River. 
Amethyst;  mountain,  9,423  feet  high, 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  Wyo., 
near  lat.  44°  50'  N.,  long.  110° 
16'  W. 


Amphitheater;  creek,  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat. 
44°  59'  N.,  long.  110°  00'  W., 
flowing  southwest,  into  Soda  Butte 
Creek. 

Amphitheater;  thermal  springs,  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park,  Wyo.,  near 
lat.  44°  48'  N.,  long.  110°  44'  W.,  1 
mile  south  of  Beaver  Lake. 

Antelope;  creek,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat. 
44°  49'  N.,  long.  110°  26'  W.,  flowing 
northeasterly  into  Yellowstone  River. 
Named  by  Washburn  party,  1870. 

Antler;  peak,  10,200  feet  high,  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park,  Wyo.,  near 
lat.  44°  53'  N.,  long.  110°  50'  W. 
(Not  Bell's.) 

ApoUinaris;  mineral  spring,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  Wyo.,  on  right 
bank  of  Obsidian  Creek,  10  miles 
south  of  Mammoth  Hot  Springs, 
near  lat.  44°  51'  N.,  long.  110° 
45'  W. 

Arnica;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  32' 
N.,  long.  110°  33'  W.,  draining  marsh 
below  Beach  Lake,  flowing  south  into 
West  Thumb  of  Yellowstone  Lake. 

Arrow  Canyon;  creek,  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat. 
44°  48'  N.,  long.  110°  39'  W.,  flowing 
northeasterly  into  Lava  Creek.  This 
creek  rises  in  the  north  end  of  a  marsh 
its  waters  flowing  north.  At  the 
south  end  of  the  marsh,  1  mile  dis- 
tant, another  stream  arises,  unnamed, 
whose    waters    flow    south.     These 
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waters  meet  again  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Yellowstone  River,  those  of  Arrow 
Canyon  through  Lava  Creek,  Gard- 
iner and  Yellowstone  Rivers,  and 
those  of  the  unnamed  creek  through 
Solfatara  Creek,  Gibbon,  Madison 
and  Missouri  Rivers.

Small  basins  of  colored,  boiling  mud. 

Artist;  point,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  on  right  of  Grand 
Canyon  of  the  Yellowstone  River, 
Yi  mile  below  the  Lower  Falls.  (Not 
Lookout.) 

Aster;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  16' 
N.,  long.  110°  34'  W.,  flowing  north- 
east, northwest,  west  and  southwest 
into  Lewis  River. 

Astringent;  creek,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat. 
44°  39'  N.,  long.  110°  18'  W.,  flow- 
ing southeast  into  Pelican  Creek. 

Atkins;  peak,  10,900  feet  high,  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park.,  Wyo.,  near 
lat.  44°  23'  N.,  long.  110°  05'  W., 
on  new  eastern  boundary,  act  March 
1,  1929.  Named  by  the  United 
States  Geological  Survey,  1885,  for 
John  D.  C.  Atkins,  Indian  Com- 
missioner,   1885-1888 — Chittenden. 

Avalanche;  peak,  10,500  feet  high, 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  Wyo., 
near  lat.  44°  30'  N.,  long.  110°  "^09' 
W.,  on  new  eastern  boundary,  act 
March  1,  1929.

Bacon  Bind;  creek,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  near  northwest  corner, 
in  Idaho  area,  emptying  into  Gal- 
latin River,  near  lat.  44°  58'  N., 
long.  111°  05'  W. 

Badger;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  15' 


N.,  long.  110°  12'  W.,  flowing  into 
Yellowstone  River  from  the  east. 

Barlow;  peak,  9,300  feet  high,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  Wyo.,  near 
lat.  44°  11'  N.,  long.  110°  22'  W. 
Named  by  the  United  States  Geo- 
logical Survey,  1895,  for  Capt.  J.  W. 
Barlow,  who  was  the  leader  of  the 
military  expedition  of  1871,  which 
traveled  with  the  Hayden  party,  and 
recording  many  discoveries,  went 
around  Yellowstone  Lake.  Barlow 
mapped  the  headwaters  of  the  Snake 
River,  and  made  a  remarkable  col- 
lection of  photographs  of  great  value 
which  were  destroyed  in  the  great 
fire  in  Chicago. 

Baronett;  peak,  10,300  feet  high,  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park,  Wyo.,  near 
lat.  44°  59'  N.,  long.  110°  06'  W. 
Named  by  the  United  States  Geo- 
logical Survey,  1878,  for  C.  J. 
Baronett,  famous  scout  and  guide, 
and  builder  of  the  first  bridge  across 
the  Yellowstone  River,  1871. 

Basin;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  16' 
N.,  long.  110°  33'  W.,  flowing  south- 
east into  Snake  River. 

Bathtub;  thermal  spring,  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  Wyo.,  about  300 
feet  southwest  of  Black  Growler 
steam  vent  in  Norris  Geyser  Basin. 
A  small  geyser  playing  at  intervals 
of  a  few  minutes  when  active,  other- 
wise boiling  violently  but  throwing 
out  no  water. 

Beach;  lake,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat.  44°  33'  N., 
long.  110°  33'  W.,  about  5  miles 
north  of  West  Thumb  of  Yellow- 
stone Lake. 

Bead;  geyser,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  about  1,000  feet  west 
of  Hot  Lake,  Lower  Geyser  Basin. 
Named  by  Prof.  T.  B.  Comstock, 
geologist  of  Jones  expedition,  1873, 
who  described  its  beautifully  beaded 
tube. 

Bear;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  32' 
N.,  long.  110°  11'  W.,  flowing  west 
into  Turbid  Lake. 
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Beauty  Pool;  thermal  spring,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park.  Wyo.,  about 
800  feet  southeast  of  Giant  Geyser, 
right  bank  of  Firehole  River,  near 
middle  of  Upper  Geyser  Basin. 

Beaver;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  20' 
N.,  long.  110°  29'  W.,  flowing  south 
into  Heart  Lake. 

Beaver;  lake,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat.  44°  49'  N., 
long.  110°  44'  W.,  6  miles  north  by 
west  from  Norris  Geyser  Basin,  on 
Mammoth-Norris  Junction  Road. 
Named  by  Norris,  1879. 

Beaverdam;  creek,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat. 
44°  24'  N.,  long.  110°  05'  W., 
flowing  southwest  into  Southeast 
Arm  of  Yellowstone  Lake. 

Beehive;  geyser,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  near  south  end  of  Upper 
Geyser  Basin,  about  300  yards  north 
of  Old  Faithful  Geyser.  Named  by 
Washburn  party,  1870,  because  of 
the  symmetry  of  its  cone. 

Belief  ontaine;  geyser,  Yellowstone 
^National  Park,  Wyo.,  about  800  feet 
southwest  of  Fountain  Geyser,  Lower 
Geyser  Basin,  One  of  a  group  of 
small  geysers  of  which  one  or  more 
of  them  is  in  eruption,  usually. 

Beryl;  thermal  spring,  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  Wyo.,  near  mouth 
of  Gibbon  Canyon  at  south  end 
(upper)  of  Norris  Geyser  Basin. 

Beula;  lake,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat.  44°  10'  N., 
long.  110°  46'  W.,  12  miles  south  of 
Shoshone  Lake  and  4  miles  north- 
west of  south  entrance  to  park. 

Big  Cub;  geyser,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  about  500  feet  north  of 
Beehive  Geyser,  in  Lion  group. 
Upper  Geyser,  Basin  on  right  bank 
of  Firehole  River.  The  names  Lion, 
Lioness,  and  Cubs,  were  given  by 
Superintendent  Norris  in  1881.  In 
1871,  Captain  Barlow  called  them 
''The  Chimneys,"  and  Comstock, 
geologist  of  Captain  Jones's  party, 
1873,  called  them  "The  Trinity." 
The  most  isolated  cone,  not  in  the 


Trinity,  the  United  States  Geological 
Survey  called  "Niobe"  in  1878. 

Big  Game;  ridge,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  extending  northwest  and 
southeast  across  south  boundary  of 
park  into  bend  of  Snake  River,  3 
miles  south  of  Heart  Lake,  near  long. 
110°  25'  W.  The  highest  summit. 
Mount  Hancock,  10,100  feet  is 
within  the  park. 

Bighorn;  pass,  8,900  feet  high,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat. 
44°  53'  N.,  long.  110°  53'  W.,  over 
Gallatin  Range  at  the  head  of 
Panther  Creek.  The  trail  running 
west  from  Sevenmile  Bridge  across 
Gardiner  River  to  Gallatin  River 
uses  this  pass. 

Big  Horn;  peak,  10,100  feet  high, 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  Park 
Co.,  Mont.,  near  lat.  45°  04'  N., 
long.  111°  03'  W. 

Bijah;  spring,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  about  17  miles  south  of 
Mammoth  Hot  Springs,  at  right  of 
road  to  Norris  Basin. 

Bijou;  geyser,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  150  feet  north  of 
Giant  Geyser,  in  Upper  Geyser 
Basin,  west  bank  of  Firehole  River. 

Birch;  hills,  7,300  feet  high,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  Wyo.,  near 
lat.  44°  10'  N.,  long.  110°  53'  W. 

Biscuit;  geyser  basin,  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  Wyo.,  small  basin 
crossed  by  Little  Firehole  River, 
near  lat.  44°  30'  N.,  long.  110° 
52'  W. 

Bison;  peak,  8,800  feet  high,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat. 
44°  57'  N.,  long.  110°  14'  W. 

Black  Butte;  creek,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Gallatin  and  Park 
Counties,  Mont.,  rising  near  lat.  45° 
04'  N.,  long.  111°  04'  W.,  flowing 
southwest  into  Gallatin  River. 

Black  Growler;  steam  vent,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  Wyo.,  about 
150  feet  south  of  Valentine  Geyser, 
close  to  road,  Norris  Geyser  Basin. 

Black  Sand;  geyser  basin,  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  Wyo.,  small  basin  on 
west  side  of  Upper  Geyser  Basin. 
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Black  Sand  Pool;  thermal  spring,  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park,  Wyo.,  near 
north  end  of  Black  Sand  Basin  along 
road  from  Firehole  River  to  basin 
northwest  border  Upper  Geyser 
Basin. 

Blacktail  Deer;  creek,  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat. 
44°  52'  N.,  long.  110°  34'  W.,  flowing 
north  into  Yellowstone  River. 

Black  Warrior;  thermal  springs,  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park,  Wyo.,  near 
Firehole  Lake  at  east  side  of  Lower 
Geyser  Basin. 

Bluff;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  38' 
N.,  long.  110°  34'  W.,  flowing  north- 
west into  Sour  Creek. 

Bluff;  point,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  on  west  shore  of  West 
Thumb  of  Yellowstone  Lake,  near 
lat.  44°  27'  N. 

Bog;  creek,  Yellowstone  Park,  Wyo., 
rising  near  lat.  44°  41'  N.,  long.  110° 
22'  W.,  flowing  westerly  into  Sour 
Creek. 

Boiling;  river,  outlet  of  Mammoth 
Hot  Springs,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  on  west  bank  of  Gar- 
diner River,  nearly  1]4  miles  north- 
east of  Mammoth  Hot  Springs. 

Boundary;  creek,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  rising  1  mile 
northeast  of  ''0"  Mile  Post,  on  west 
boundary,  near  lat.  44°  43'  N.,  long. 
111°  05'  W.,  flowing  south  into  Bech- 
ler  River. 

Breeze;  point,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  on  south  shore  of  West 
Thumb  of  Yellowstone  Lake,  near 
lat.  44°  27'  N.,  long.  110°  29'  W. 

Bridge;  bay,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  small  western  extension 
of  north  shore  of  Yellowstone  Lake. 
(Not  Bridge  Creek.)  Named  for 
Bridge  Creek,  which  empties  into  the 
bay  and  so  called  by  Hayden,  1871, 
because  of  a  natural  bridge  of 
trachyte,  which  crosses  the  creek 
about  1  mile  above  mouth. 

Bridge;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  33' 
long.  110°  29'  W.,  flowing  east  into 
Bridge  Bay  of  Yellowstone  Lake. 


Brimstone;  basin,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat.  44°  23' 
N.,  long.  110°  12'  W.,  about  1>^ 
miles  east  of  Southeast  Arm  of  Yel- 
lowstone Lake,  at  head  of  Alluvium 
Creek. 

Broad;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  39' 
N.,  long.  110°  18'  W.,  flowing  west 
of  north  into  Yellowstone  River,  out- 
let for  White,  Tern,  and  Fern  Lakes. 
Named  by  Capt.  J.  W.  Barlow,  1871, 
leader  of  military  expedition. 

Broken  Egg;  spring,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  about  900  feet 
southwest  of  Great  Fountain  Geyser, 
extreme  south  end  of  Lower  Geyser 
Basin.  This  spring  is  shaped  like  an 
egg  set  on  end  with  top  broken  off. 

Buffalo;  creek,  Yeflowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  45°  11' 
N.,  long.  110°  15'  W.,  flowing  south 
into  Slough  Creek.  Named  by  ex- 
ploring party,  1867. 

Buffalo;,  lake,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat.  44°  21'  N., 
long.  111°  05'  W.,  one-half  mile  east 
of  west  boundary  of  park,  draining 
south  through  tributary  of  Bechler 
River  into  Falls  River. 

Buffalo;  plateau,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  crossed  by  north  boun- 
dary of  park,  near  long.  110°  14',  to 
110°  23',  drained  on  the  west  by 
Hellroaring  Creek  and  on  the  east 
and  south  by  Buffalo  and  Slough 
Creeks,  chiefly. 

Buffalo;  thermal  spring,  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  Wyo.,  left  bank  of 
Firehole  River  near  north  end  of 
Lower  Geyser  Basin. 

Bulger;  thermal  spring,  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  Wyo.,  south  of  and 
close  to  Grand  Geyser,  near  central 
part  of  Upper  Geyser  Basin. 

Bunsen;  peak,  8,100  feet  high,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat. 
44°  56'  N.,  long.  110°  43'  W. 
Named  by  Coast  and  Geodetic  Sur- 
vey, 1872,  for  Robert  Wilhelm  Bunsen, 
eminent  chemist  and  physicist  who 
investigated  the  action  of  geysers  and 
first  explained  the  phenomenon. 
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Burnt;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  45' 
N.,  long.  110°  10'  W.,  flowing  north- 
west into  Yellowstone  River. 

Butte;  thermal  springs,  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  Wyo.,  on  east  shore 
of  Yellowstone  Lake,  near  lat.  44° 
32'  N.,  at  the  foot  of  Lake  Batte. 


Cabin;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  19' 
N.,  long.  110°  07'  W.,  flowing  west 
into  Yellowstone  River. 

Cache;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  59'  N., 
long.  109°  57'  W.,  flowing  southwest 
into  Lamar  River.  Named,  1863, 
because  of  the  concealing  in  a  cache 
of  the  baggage  of  a  large  party  of 
prospectors  after  the  Indians  had 
stolen  all  of  their  horses. 

Cache;  mountain,  9,600  feet  high, 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  Park 
County,  Wyoming,  near  lat.  44°  53' 
N.,  long.  109°  59'  W. 

Calfee;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  48' 
N.,  long.  109°  59'  W.,  flowing  west 
into  Lamar  River.  Named  for  H. 
B.  Calfee,  noted  park  photographer. 

Campanula;  creek,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat. 
44°  49'  N.,  long.  110°  58'  W.,  flowing 
into  Gneiss  Creek,  V/i  miles  east  of 
park  boundary.  (Not  Prospect.) 
Named  for  the  wild  flower  (meaning 
/'little  bell"),  of  which  the  bluebell 
is  a  widely  distributed  variety. 

Canyon;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  42' 
N.,  long.  110°  41'  W.,  flowing  south- 
west into  Gibbon  River. 

Carnelian;  creek,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44° 
47'  N.,  long.  110°  30'  W.,  flowing 
north  into  Tower  Creek. 

Carrington;  island,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  near  northwest 
shore  of  West  Thumb  of  Yellowstone 
Lake.  Named  for  Campbell  Car- 
rington.  Zoologist. 


Cascade;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  47' 
N.,  long.  110°  31'  W.,  flowing  west 
of  south,  into  Yellowstone  River, 
draining  Cascade  Xake.  Named  by 
Washburn  party,  1870. 

Cascade;  lake,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat.  44°  45'  N.,  long. 
110°  31'  W.,  2H  miles  northwest  of 
the  Lower  Falls  of  the  Yellowstone 
River. 

Cascades  of  the  Firehole  River; 
waterfall,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  on  Firehole  River,  near 
lat.  44°  37'  N.,  long.  110°  52'  W. 

Castle;  geyser,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  about  700  yards  north- 
west of  Old  Faithful  Geyser,  in  Upper 
Geyser  Basin.  Named  by  Lieuten- 
ant Doane,  with  the  Washburn 
party,  1870,  because  its  cone  resem- 
bled a  partially  ruined  old  feudal 
castle. 

Castor;  peak,  10,800  feet  high,  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park,  Park  Coun- 
ty, Wyo.,  near  lat.  44°  40'  N.,  long. 
109°  58'  W. 

Cathedral;  peak,  10,600  feet  high, 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  Wyo., 
near  lat.  44°  35'  N.,  long.  110°  06' 
W.,  on  new  eastern  boundary. 

Central;  plateau,  Yellowstone  Nation- 
al Park,  Wyo.,  between  Yellowstone 
River  drainage  on  the  east  and 
Madison  River  drainage  on  the  north 
and  west,  mean  elevation  approxi- 
mately 8,200  feet.     (Not  Highland.) 

Chalcedony;  creek  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat. 
44°  50'  N.,  long.  110°  15'  W.,  flowing 
northeast  into  Lamar  River. 

Channel;  mountain,  8,700  feet  high, 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  near  lat. 
44°  17'  N.,  long.  110°  23'  W.,  between 
Heart  Lake  and  South  Arm  of  Yel- 
lowstone Lake,  on  the  Continental 
Divide. 

Chicken;  ridge,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  watershed  between 
South  Arm  of  Yellowstone  Lake  and 
Heart  Lake,  extending  north  and 
south.     The  highest  summit  on  this 
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ridge  is  Overlook  Mountain,  9,400 
feet  high. 

Chimney  Cone;  quiescent  geyser, 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  Wyo., 
on  right  bank  of  Firehole  River 
about  600  feet  south  of  Grand  Gey- 
ser in  Upper  Geyser  Basin. 

Chinaman;  thermal  spring,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  Wyo.,  on  left 
bank  of  Firehole  River  about  500 
feet  north  of  Old  Faithful  Geyser, 
Upper  Geyser  Basin.

110°  12'  W.,  flow- 
ing northwest  crossing  Tw^o  Ocean 
Plateau,  into  South  Arm  of  Yellow- 
stone Lake. 

Chittenden;  mountain  (Mount  Chit- 
tenden), 10,000  feet  high,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat. 
44°  33'  N.,  long.  110°  10'  W.  Named 
by  the  United  States  Geological  Sur- 
vey (Gannett),  1878,  for  George  B. 
Chittenden,  long  a  member  of  the 
Survey. 

Chocolate  Pots;  thermal  springs,  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park,  Wyo.,  in 
Gibbon  Canyon  of  Gibbon  River. 
Small  hot  springs,  along  and  even  out 
in  the  river,  having  small  cones  coat- 
ed with  algae  and  iron,  looking  like 
chocolate. 

Chromatic  Pool;  thermal  spring,  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park,  Wyo.,  about 
500  feet  southeast  of  Giant  Geyser, 
right  bank  of  Firehole  River,  near 
middle  (Jf  Upper  Geyser  Basin. 

Clagett;  butte,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat.  44°  58'  N.,  long. 
110°  45'  W.,  about  VA  miles  south- 
west of  Mammoth  Hot  Springs. 
Named  for  Judge  William  H.  Clagett, 
who  drafted  the  original  bill  to  create 
the  Yellowstone  National  Park,  em- 
bodying the  famous  expression  of  pur- 
pose "for  the  benefit  and  enjoyment 
of  the  people"  carved  on  the  arch  of 
the  north  gateway  of  the  park. 

Clear;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  29' 
N.,  long.  110°  09'  W.,  outlet  of  Syl- 
van Lake  and  flowing  west  into 
Yellowstone  Lake. 


Clepsydra;  geyser,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  near  Fountain 
Geyser,  central  area  of  Lower  Geyser 
Basin.  Named  by  T.  B.  Comstock, 
1873,  geologist  with  Captain  Jones's 
party,  because  like  the  ancient  water 
clock  of  that  name  it  marked  the 
passage  of  time. 

Cliff;  creek,  Yellowstone  National  Park, 
Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  12'  N., 
long.  110°  00'  W.,  flowing  westerly 
into  Yellowstone  River. 

Cliff;  geyser,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  about  500  feet  north  of 
Emerald  Pool,  Black  Sand  Basin. 

Clover;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  46' 
N.,  long.  110°  10'  W.,  flowing  south 
and  northeast  into  Lamar  River. 

Cold;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  35' 
N.,  long.  110°  07'  W.,  flowing  north- 
east into  Lamar  River. 

Colonnade;  falls  (two  waterfalls), 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  Wyo.,  on 
Bechler  River,  near  lat.  44°  15'  N., 
long.  110°  57'  W. 

Columbine;  creek,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat. 
44°  27'  N.,  long.  110°  09'  W.,  flowing 
southwest  into  Yellowstone  Lake 
(South  East  Arm). 

Congress  Pool;  thermal  spring,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  Wyo.,  about 
300  feet  west  of  Nuphar  Lake,  near 
north  end  of  Norris  Geyser  Basin. 

Constant;  geyser,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  draining  into 
Tantatus  Creek,  near  north  end  of 
Norris  Geyser  Basin.  Named  by 
Superintendent  Norris. 

Corporal;  geyser,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  400  feet  southwest 
of  Monarch  Geyser  in  Norris  Geyser 
Basin. 

Cottongrass;  creek,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat. 
44°  39'  N.,  long.  110°  22'  W.,  flowing 
northwest  into  Sour  Creek. 

Cottonwood;  creek,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat. 
45°  02'  N.,  long.  110°  30'  W.,  flowing 
southwest  into  Yellowstone  River. 
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Cougar;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  42' 
N.,  long.  110°  51'  W.,  flowing  west 
and  northwest  uniting  with  Grayling 
Creek  to  form  North  Fork  of  Madi- 
son River. 

Crags,  The;  group  of  five  or  six  rugged 
peaks,  from  9,000  to  9,300  feet  high, 
between  Grayling  and  Campanula 
Creeks,  Yellowstone  National  Park, 
Wyo.,   near   lat.    44°    50'    N.,    long. 

..  110°  57' W. 

Craig;  pass,  8,262  feet  high,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat. 
44°  27'  N.,  long.  110°  44'  W.,  over 
continental  divide  at  head  of  Spring 
Creek.  Named  for  Mrs.  Ida  Craig 
Wilcox,  1891,  the  first  tourist  to 
cross  the  pass. 

Sulphur;  mountain,  7,800  feet  high, 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  Wyo., 
near  lat.  44°  40'  N.,  long.  100°  29' 
W.     (Not  Crater  Hills.) 

Crawfish;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 

,.  Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  11' 
N.,  long.  110°  43'  W.,  flowing  south- 
east into  Lewis  River. 

Crescent;  hill,  8,400  feet  high,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  near  lat.  44° 
57'  N.,  long.  110°  28'  W. 

Crested  Pool;  thermal  spring,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  Wyo.,  about 
250  feet  north  of  Castle  Geyser,  left 
bank  of  Firehole  River,  in  Upper 
Geyser  Basin. 

Crevice;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  45°  06' 
N.,  long.  110°  33'  W.,  flowing  south- 
west into  Yellowstone  River.  (Not 
Crevice  Gulch.) 

Crooked;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  10' 
N.,  long.  110°  17'  W.,  flowing  north, 
west,  and  south  into  Snake  River. 

Crowfoot;  ridge,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  beginning  at  Three 
Rivers  Peak,  Gallatin  Range,  running 
northwest  as  watershed  between 
Gallatin  River  and  Grayling  Creek. 

Crystal;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  53 
N.,  long.  110°  19'  W.,  flowing  north 
into  Lamar  River. 


Crystal;  falls,  three  falls,  total  height 
129  feet,  Yellowstone  National  Park, 
Wyo.,  on  Cascade  Creek,  near  lat. 
44°  44'  N.,  long.  110°  30'  W.  Named 
by  the  Washburn  exploration  party, 
1870. 

Cub;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  30' 
N.,  long.  110°  09'  W.,  flowing  west 
into  Yellowstone  Lake. 

Cutoff;  peak,  10,300  feet  high,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  Wyo.,  on  north 
boundary,  near  long.  110°  07'  W. 


Daisy;  geyser,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  north  center  of  Upper 
Geyser  Basin,  about  1,200  feet  west 
of  Firehole  River. 

Daly;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Gallatin  County,  Mont.,  rising 
near  lat.  45°  06'  N.,  long.  111°  07' 
W.,  flowing  southwest  into  Gallatin 
River. 

Death;  gulch,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat.  44°  50'  N.,  long. 
110°  07'  W.,  tributary  of  Cache 
Creek.  Name  based  on  legend  of  life 
lost  here. 

Deep;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  45' 
N.,  long.  110°  10'  W.,  flowing  south- 
west and  northwest  into  Yellowstone 
River.  Named  by  Capt.  Wm.  A. 
Jones,  1873,  leader  of  a  military  ex- 
pedition. 

DeLacy;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  29' 
N.,  long.  110°  44'  W.,  flowing  south- 
east into  Shoshone  Lake.  Named  by 
Norris,  1880,  for  Walter  DeLacy, 
leader  of  a  large  party  of  mineral 
prospectors,  in  1863,  who  discovered 
the  Shoshone  Geyser  Basin,  at  the 
head  of  Shoshone  Lake. 

Delusion;  lake,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat.  44°  24'  N., 
long.  110°  28'  W.,  between  West 
Thumb  and  Flat  Mountain  Arm  of 
Yellowstone  Lake.  So  named  be- 
cause it  was  once  believed  to  be  an 
arm  of  Yellowstone  Lake. 
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Doane;  mountain  (Mount  Doane), 
10,500  feet  high,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat.  44°  24' 
N.,  long.  110°  10'  W.  Named  by  the 
Washburn  party,  1870,  for  Lieut. 
G.  C.  Doane,  commander  of  the  mili- 
tary escort  of  this  expedition,  who 
made  the  first  official  report  upon  the 
wonders  of  the  Yellowstone  region. 

Dogshead;  creek,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat. 
44°  23'  N.,  long.  110°  36'  W.,  flowing 
south  into  Lewis  Lake. 

Dome;  mountain,  9,900  feet  high, 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  Wyo., 
near  lat.  44°  51'  N.,  long.  110°  50'  W. 

Dot;  island,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  in  the  entrance  to  West 
Thumb,  midway  between  Rock  and 
Wolf  Points,  Yellowstone  Lake,  near 
lat.  44°  29'  N.,  long.  110°  25'  W. 

Doublet  Pool;  thermal  spring,  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park,  Wyo.,  about 
550  feet  north  of  Beehive  Geyser,  in 
Upper  Geyser  Basin. 

Dragons  Mouth;  thermal  spring, 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  Wyo., 
near  Mud  Volcano,  about  5  miles 
below  (N.  W.),  outlet  of  Yellowstone 
Lake,  on  left  bank  of  river. 

Druid;  peak,  9,600  feet  high,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  Wyo.  near  lat. 
44°  55'  N.,  long.  110°  11'  W. 

Dryad;  lake,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat.  44°  32'  N., 
long.  110°  30'  W.,  about  4  miles 
north  of  West  Thumb  of  Yellowstone 
Lake. 

Duck;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  45' 
N.,  long.  110°  53'  W.,  flowing  west- 
erly into  Maple  Creek. 

Duck;  lake,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  one-half  mile  west  of 
West  Thumb  of  Yellowstone  Lake, 
near  lat.  44°  26'  N.,  long.  110°  35'  W. 

Dunraven;  pass,  8,800  feet  high,  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park,  Wyo.,  near 
lat.  44°  48'  N.,  long.  110°  27'  W.,  at 
fork  of  Chittenden  Road,  Lower  Falls 
to  Tower  Falls,  and  over  Mount 
Washburn.  Takes  name  from  near- 
by peak. 


Dunraven;  peak,  9,700  feet  high, 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  Wyo., 
near  lat.  44°  47'  N.,  long.  110°  28' 
W.  Named  by  Henry  Gannett, 
United  States  Geological  Survey, 
1878,  for  the  Earl  of  Dunraven, 
whose  European  publications,  on  the 
wonders  of  the  park,  made  them 
known  to  the  world. 


Eagle;  peak,  10,800  feet  high,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat. 
44°  20'  N.,  long.  110°  02'  W. 

Ebro;  thermal  springs,  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat.  44° 
36'  N.,  long.  110°  20'  W. 

Echinus;  geyer,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  1,600  feet  southwest  of 
Nuphar  Lake,  300  feet  east  of  Mon- 
arch Geyser,  Norris  Geyser  Basin. 

Echo;  peak,  9,600  feet  high,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat. 
44°  51'  N.,  long.  110°  53'  W. 

Economic  Geyser  Crater;  quiescent 
geyser,  Yellowstone  National  Park, 
Wyo.,  near  center  of  Upper  Geyser 
Basin,  right  bank  of  Firehole  River, 
about  700  feet  therefrom. 

Eleanor;  lake  (Lake  Eleanor),  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park,  Wyo.,  on 
east  entrance  road,  near  lat.  44°  29' 
N.,  long.  110°  09'  W. 

Electric;  peak,  11,155  feet  high,  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park,  Wyo.,  near 
lat,  45°  01'  N.,  long.  110°  50'  W. 
Named  by  United  States  Geological 
Survey  (Gannett)  in  1872.  Mr.  Gan- 
nett of  Hay  den  party,  leader  of  the 
mountain  climbers,  ascended  in  an 
electrical  storm  and  suffered  from 
extraordinary  electrical  phenomena, 
compelling  descent. 

Elephant  Back;  mountain,  8,600  feet 
high,  Yellowstone  National  Park, 
Wyo.,  near  lat.  44°  35'  N.,  long. 
110°  26'  W.  Named  by  Hayden, 
1871,  because  of  rounded  form  of 
summit  and  almost  vertical  sides. 

Elk  Antler;  creek,  Yellowstone  Nation- 
al Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44° 
36'  N.,  long.  110°  29'  W.,  flowing 
northeast  into  Yellowstone  River. 
(Not  Antelope.) 
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Elk;  creek,  Yellowstone  National  Park, 
Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  55'  N., 
long.  110°  29'  W.,  flowing  northeast- 
erly into  Yellowstone  River. 

Elk;  park,  Yellowstone  National  Park, 
Wyo.,  nearly  level  tract  between 
Norris  Geyser  Basin  and  Gibbon 
Meadows,  along  Gibbon  River. 

Elk;  point,  Yellowstone  National  Park, 
Wyo.,  on  east  shore  of  Yellowstone 
Lake,  near  lat.  44°  29'  N.,  long. 
110°  16'  W.,  just  below  the  mouth 
of  Clear  Creek. 

Elk  Tongue;  creek,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat. 
45°  N.,  long.  110°  08'  W.,  flowing 
southwest  and  northwest  into  Slough 
Creek. 

Emerald  Pool;  thermal  spring,  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park,  Wyo.,  at 
south  end  of  Black  Sand  Basin, 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  of  the 
Upper  Geyser  Basin  springs,  color, 
green. 

Emerald;  thermal  spring,  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  Wyo.,  near  center  of 
Norris  Geyser  Basin. 

Escarpment;  creek,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat. 
44°  11'  N.,  long.'^110°  00'  W.,  flowing 
west  into  Yellowstone  River. 

Everts;  mountain  (Mount  Everts), 
7,900  feet  high,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat.  44°  59'  N., 
long.  110°  46'  W.  Named  by  Wash- 
burn party,  1870,  for  Everts,  a  mem- 
ber who  was  lost  and  found  after  30 
days  of  harrowing  experiences.  (Not 
Evarts.)

Factory;  hill,  9,500  feet  high,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  near  lat.  44° 
18'  N.,  long.  110°  32'  W.  So  named 
because  of  its  resemblance,  on  a 
frosty  morning,  to  a  factory  in  an 
active  factory  town. 

Fairy;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  31' 
N.,  long.  110°  55'  W.,  flowing 
northeast  into  Firehole  River.  Named 
by  Captain  Barlow,  1871,  from  near- 
by falls. 


Fairy;  falls,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  on  a  small  tributary  of 
Fairy  Creek,  near  lat.  44°  32'  N., 
long.  110°  53'  W.  Named  by  Capt. 
J.  W.  Barlow,  1871,  commander  of 
the  military  expedition. 

Fairy  Springs;  thermal  springs,  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park,  Wyo.,  on 
left  bank  of  Fairy  Creek,  west  side 
of  Lower  Geyser  Basin. 

Falls;  river,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  in  lat.  44°  16'  N., 
long.  110°  45'  W.,  flowing  west  and 
southwest  into  Henrys  Fork,  in 
Idaho. 

Falls  River;  basin,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  crossed  by  Falls 
and  Bechler  Rivers  at  southwest 
corner  of  park. 

Fan;  creek,  Yellowstone  National  Park, 
Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  58'  N.,  long. 
110°  54'  W.,  flows  west  into  Gallatin 
River. 

Fan;  geyser,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  about  300  feet  south  of 
Morning  Glory  Spring  close  to  right 
bank  .  of  Firehole  River,  Upper 
Geyser  Basin. 

Fawn;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  57' 
N.,  long.  110°  54'  W.,  flowing 
northeasterly  into  Gardiner  River. 

Fawn;  pass,  9,200  feet  high.  Yellow-, 
stone  National  Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat. 
44°  56'  N.,  long.  110°  54'  W.,  over 
Gallatin  Range  at  head  of  Fawn 
Creek. 

Fearless;  geyser,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  200  feet  south- 
west of  Monarch  Geyser,  Norris 
Geyser  Basin. 

Feather;  lake,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  most  northern  of  Goose 
Lakes  group,  in  Lower  Geyser 
Basin. 

Fern;  lake,  Yellowstone  National  Park, 
Wyo.,  draining  north  through  Broad 
Creek  into  Yellowstone  River,  near 
lat.  44°  41'  N.,  long.  110°  17'  W. 

Firehole;  lake,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat.  44°  33'  N., 
long.  110°  48'  W.,  on  the  east  edge 
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of  Lower  Geyser  Basin.  So  called 
because  under  favorable  atmospheric 
conditions,  arising  globular  masses 
of  mixed  air  and  superheated  steam, 
below  the  water  surface  resemble 
flames  of  fire. 

Firehole;  river,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  22' 
N.,  long.  110°  51'  W.,  flowing  north, 
uniting  with  the  Gibbon  River  to 
form  the  Madison  .  River.  "  Name 
dates  back  to  1830;  known  to 
Bonneville  and  his  men."  (Chit- 
tenden.) 

Firehole  Spring;  thermal  spring, 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  Wyo., 
about  500  feet  southwest  of  Great 
Fountain  Geyser,  in  Lower  Geyser 
Basin. 

Pishing  Cone;  thermal  spring,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  Wyo.,  about 
the  middle  of  west  shore  of  West 
Thumb  of  Yellowstone  Lake,  one- 
quarter  mile  north  of  boat  landing. 

Flat;  mountain,  9,000  feet  high,  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park,  Wyo.,  near 
lat.  44°  21'  N.,  long.  110°  26'  W. 

Flat  Mountain;  arm,  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  Wyo.,  small  south 
shore  extension  of  Yellowstone  Lake 
between  West  Thumb  and  South 
Arm.  Takes  name  from  near-by 
mountain.  One  of  the  "fingers"  on 
early  maps. 

Flint;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  46' 
N.,  long.  110°  11'  W.,  flowing  north- 
east into  Lamar  River. 

Folsom;  peak,  9,200  feet  high,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  neat  lat.  44° 
53'  N.,  long.  110°  33'  W.  Named 
by  the  United  States  Geological 
Survey,  1895,  for  David  E.  Folsom, 
leader  of  1869  expedition. 

Forest;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  16' 
N.,  long.  110°  34'  W.,  flowing  south- 
west and  southeast  into  Snake 
River. 

Forest  Springs;  thermal  springs,  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park,  Wyo.,  near 
lat.  44°  43'  N.,  long.  110°  28'  W. 


Fossil  Forest;  petrified  tree  remains* 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  Wyo., 
near  lat.  44°  52'  N.,  long.  110°  14' 
W.,  on  west  side  of  Lamar  River. 

Fountain;  geyser,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  near  middle  of 
east   side    of    Lower    Geyser    Basin. 

Fountain  Paint  Pot;  thermal  springs, 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  Wyo., 
near  middle  of  Lower  Geyser  Basin, 
boiling  masses  thick,   colored  mud. 

Frank;  island,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  largest  island  in  Yellow- 
stone Lake  located  in  south  central 
part,  near  lat.  44°  26'  N.,  long.  110° 
22'  W.  Named,  1871,  for  a  brother 
of  Henry  Elliott,  a  member  of 
Hayden  expedition.     (Not  Belknap). 

Frost;  lake,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat.  44°  38'  N., 
long.  110°  02'  W. 

Frying  Pan;  thermal  spring,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  Wyo.,  18  miles 
south  of  Mammoth  Hot  Springs,  at 
right  of  road  to  Norris  Basin.  A 
small  spring  which  ''stews"  con- 
tinuously like  a  frying  pan  on  a  hot 
stove. 


Gallatin;  lake,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat.  44°  52'  N., 
long.  110°  53'  W.,  head  of  Gallatin 
River,  on  north  slope  of  Three  Rivers 
Peak.  Named  for  Albert  Gallatin, 
distinguished  statesman. 

Gallatin;  range,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  watershed  between 
Gallatin  and  Gardiner  Rivers.  After 
the  river,  for  Albert  Gallatin,  dis- 
tinguished statesman,  which  was  so 
named  by  Lewis  and  Clark,  1805. 
The  river  rises  in  Gallatin  Lake,  on 
the  west  slope  of  the  range. 

Gardiner;  canyon,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  cut  by  Gardiner 
River,  about  2  miles  above  mouth, 
extending  to  a  point  east  of  Bunsen 
Peak.

Giant;  geyser,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  near  center  of  Upper 
Geyser  Basin,  close  to  left  bank  of 
Firehole  River.  Named  by  the 
Washburn  party,  1870. 

Giantess;  geyser,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  near  south  end  of 
Upper  Geyser  Basin,  1,200  feet  north- 
east of  Old  Faithful,  and  3,800  feet 
southeast  of  Giant  Geyser,  right 
bank,  Firehole  River  Named  by 
Washburn  party,  1870. 

Gibbon;  canyon,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  extending  about  5 
miles  down  Gibbon  River,  beginning 
just  below  Monument  Geyser  Basin.

Gibbon;  hill,  8,600  feet  high,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  Wyo.,  near 
lat.

Gibbon;  meadows,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tionalPark,  Wyo.,  on  Gibbon  River, 
about  2  miles  above,  or  southwest, 
of  Norris  Geyser  Basin. 


Gibbon;  river,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°

Goose;  group  of  lakes,  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat.  44° 
33'  N.,  long.  110°  51'  W.,  near  center 
of  Lower  Geyser  Basin. 

Grand  Canyon  of  the  Yellowstone  j 
picturesque  gorge,  Yellowstone  Na-^ 
tional  Park,  great  gorge  of  the: 
Yellowstone  River,  between  the 
Lower  Falls  and  about  1  mile  below 
the  mouth  of  Tower  Creek.  Dis- 
covered by  John  Colter,  1807. 

Grand;  geyser,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  central  part  of  Upper 
Geyser  Basin,  on  right  bank  of 
Firehole  River,  about  1,300  feet 
south  of  Giant  Geyser,  erupts  15  to 
30  minutes  every  10  to  12  hours 
to  height  of  200  feet.

110°  34'  W.,  center  of  catch- 
basin  for  headwaters  of  Gibbon 
River.

Grotto;  geyser,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  about  1,000  feet  north 
by  west  from  Giant  Geyser  on  west 
bank  of  Firehole  River,  north  center.

Named  by  Washburn  party,  1870. 

Grouse;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44° 
14'  N.,  long.  110°  22'  W.,  flowing 
north  and  northeast  into  South 
Arm  of  Yellowstone  Lake. 

Gull;  point,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  on  west  shore  of  Yellow- 
stone Lake,  just  below  Bridge  Bay, 
near  lat.  44°  32'  N. 


Hague;  mountain,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat.  44° 
43'  N.,  long.  110°  00'  W.,  nearly 
midway  between  Saddle  and  Little 
Saddle  Mountains  on  old  east  bound- 
ary. So  named  on  recommendation 
of  the  National  Park  Service,  for 
Dr.  Arnold  Hague. 

Hancock;  mountain  (Mount  Hancock), 
10,100  feet  high,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat.  44°

by  Capt.  J.  W.  Barlow,  1871,  for 
Gen.  W.  S.  Hancock,  who  as  comi- 
manding  ofl^cer.

110°  30'  W.  So  named  on  recom- 
mendation of  the  United  States 
Geological  Survey,  for  F.  V.  Hayden, 
1829-1887,   eminent  geologist. 

Heart  Lake  Geyser;  basin,  Yellow- 
stone National  Park,  Wyo.,  along 
Witch  Creek,  draining  into  Heart

Named  by  the  United  States  Geologi- 
cal Survey,  1895,  for  Cornelius 
Hedges,  member  of  Washburn  expe- 
dition, 187P,  and  who  wrote  many 
articles  -thereon,  first,  publicly,  to 
advocate  the  creation  of  a  national 
park. 

Hell  Roaring;  creek,  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near 
lat.  45°  10'  N.,  long.  110°  18'  W., 
flowing  southwest  into  Yellowstone 
River. 

Hell  Roaring;  mountain,  8,300  feet 
high,  Yellowstone  National  Park, 
Wyo.,  near  lat.

Hering;  lake,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  near  lat.  44°  09'  N., 
long.

Named  by  the  United  States  Geologi- 
cal Survey,  1878,  for  Rudolph  Her- 
ing,  topographer  of  the  Hayden 
Survey.

Horseshoe;  hill,  8,200  feet  high, 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  Wyo., 
near  lat  44°  51'  N.,  long.

Named  by  Capt.  J.  W.  Barlow,  1871, 
for  Gen  A.  A.  Humphreys,  then 
Chief  of  Engineers,  U.  S.  Army. 

Hurricane  Vent;  thermal  spring, 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  Wyo., 
about  300  feet  southeast  of  Constant 
and  Whirligig  Geysers,  Norris  Geyser 
Basin,  near  north  end. 


Indian;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  50'

Inkpot;  thermal  spring,  Yellowstone

Park,  Wyo.,  on  right  bank  of  Gibbon 
River,  just  above  mouth  of  Secret 
Valley  Creek. 

Isa;  lake,  Yellowstone  National  Park, 
Wyo.,  near  lat.  44°  27'  N.,  long.  110° 
44'  W.  Named  by  the  Northern 
Pacific  R.  R.,  1893,  for  Miss  Isabel 
Jelke,  of  Cincinnati.     (Chittenden.)

Junction;  butte,  6,500  feet  high,  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park,  Wyo.,  near 
lat.

(Not  Square.) 

Juniper;  creek,  Yellowstone  National 
Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat.  44°  31'

torial Governor  John  W.  Hoyt.

Little  Buffalo;  creek,  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  Wyo.,  rising  near  lat. 

110°  23'  W.,  flowing 
southwest  into  Yellowstone  River. 

Little  Cub;  geyser,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Wyo.,  about  500  feet 
north  of  Beehive  Geyser,  in  Lion 
group.  Upper  Geyser  Basin,  on  right 
bank  of  Firehole  River. 

Little  Firehole;  river,  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  Wyo.,  outlet  for 
marsh  lands  near  lat.  44°  31'  N., 
long.  110°  57'  W.,  flowing  easterly 
into  Firehole  River. 
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Little  Lamar;  river,  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park,  Park  County,  Wyo., 
rising  near  lat.

Park,  Wyo.,  on  Lupine  Creek,  near 
lat.

43°  56'  N.,  long.  109°  54'  W.,  flow- 
ing northerly  across  the  park,  north- 
east into  the  Missouri  River,  Minne- 
taree  Indian  name.  Mi  tsi  a  da  zi 
meaning  "rock  yellow  river."  The 
early  French  explorers,  called  it 
Roche  Jaune,  meaning  "  yellow  rock. " 
(Chittenden.) 

Young  Hopeful;  geyser,  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  Wyo.,  between  Fire- 
hole  and  Hot  Lakes,  Lower  Geyser 
Basin. 
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
